REPORT OF THE CO/WtlTTEE ON EVANGELISM 

During the past year the churches of the convention received a total of 506 per- 
sons Into their membership. Of these 232 were by confession of faith* arid 374 were ^ 
by transfer^£-4nembershtp. f rom another church. 

At the- same tlm& the diur^hes lost 681 members by transfer, death and other 
causes. This means that there was a net loss of 175 members for the year. 



The reported Im^bei^h I p o^^ 105 tfiUftihes of^the cortvertttori^^^ stands at 
8,379. The number of churches and the totat niembershfp has beep steadilly declin- 
ing for a number of years. 

The 1954 Year Book reported a total of 119 churches with a membership of 9,682^

These figures clearly indicate two major concerns. 

First, because of population trends and because the majority of the churches of the 
convention are located in small towns and rural areas, it is obvious that some of 
the presently existing churches will not be able to survive. Therefore, we must bf

Any member of the Board of Directors who fails to attend at least one Board 
meeting for a period of one year shall be relieved of his off Ice and .the body he , 
represents be asked to present a new name in nomination. 

The program for the Annual A/teeting of the Southeast Convention shall be 
arranged by the Atoderator, the Superintendent, the Recording Secretary, the Pastor 
of the church where the Convention meeting Is to fce held,^and two members to be 
appointed by the Board. ^f Directors.
